bo smaller than the natural crop one 
j car and larger tho next, It will cost 
lean to handle and the fruit will be 
much better In form, size and color, 
and It will bring In more money. 


Such an orchard will bring in from 


?300 to $600 a year per acre, and the 
cost of handling will not exceed J76. 
It -will take from six to ton. years to 
bear profitably. 
Sot the trees out in 


50 foot squares. 
Between thorn sot 


dwart fruit trees In 50 foot squares. 
Tho dwarfs will bear quickly and are 
to bo taken out when the large treea 
bear. The ground under and between 
tho trees" should bo planted to a rota- 
tion of Iiood crops, like potatoes, corn, 
root cropn, garden crops, eto.

A final meeting occurred at Pitts- 


burg this week between tho promot- 
ers and the Canal Dover, O., interests 
which -wore supporting the proposed 
sheet mill, and as a result tho pro- 
ject was abandoned.

Tho matter had been brought up to 


the point where a company was to be 
chartered with $750,000 preferred ami 
^750,000 
common 
stock, each sub- 


scriber of $100 to receive one share 
of preferred and one-half share ot 
common stock, the full $750,000 to bo 
subscribed and the proznoters to re- 
ceive the odd $375,000 common stock 
as bonus. 
The promoters undertook 


to raise $550,000, while tho towns- 
people had subscribed for 
$200,000 


or 3225,000. 


At the meeting the townspeople stat- 


ed they would give bond that their 
part of tho barguin would be carried 
out and asked the promoters to do 
the same. T/hen this proposition was 
not approved the project fell through 
as far as Canal IDover is concerned.
